excessive use of liquor. /Mr. Harris declared 
that he would suspend any school officials ac- 
cused and then order thelr immediate trial 
before the School Management committee. 


Dr. White is not enthtisiastic over the 
| prospect, and has already retreated from 


his attitude before the Citizens’ Educational 
commission of the Civic federation. Hesaid 
yesterday that he referred to only one prin- 
cipal, who had been seen drunk, and added 
that he did not intend to furnish his name to 
any one. He urged that he was not launch- 
ing a crusade against drunken school teach- 


ers and that while he might be in sympathy 


with many movements the active prosecution 
of a reform or two must be left to Mra. Na- 
tion. 

Superintendent of Schools E. G. Cooley said 
he would ignore the criticism, and, never 
having observed drunkenness to prevail 
among principals, he make 
gation. 


Refuses to Submit Evidence. 

“tI do not feel obliged to submit my evi- 
‘dence concerning drinking among princi- 
pals,"’ said Dr. White. In my remarks I 
referred to one principal, who does not reside 
Ein Englewood, as having been seen in an 
oxicated. condition, and as far as that 
tatement goes I will stand tomy guns. But 
mentioned the fact incidentally, in the 
course of showing how some principals are 
unfit or may be unworthy to bring charges 
against any teacher and secure her discharge 
from the schools.

Defends Justice Harlan.

DAUGHTER’S ILLNESS CAUSES VA 
_ THER TO KILL HIMSELF. 


Edward J. Burle, Employe at Auditori- 
um Annex, Takes His Life After 
Brooding on Serious Sickness of a 
Favorite Child—Bids Farewell to 
Friend at Hotel, to Whom He Con- 
fided Fear That Girl Would Not

Edward J. Burle, for nearly seven years 
an employé at the Auditorium Annex, 
committed suicide by shooting himself in 
the head at his residence in Auburn Park 
just before noon yesterday.

You will 
never see me here any more,“ Burle replied, 
and then after a moment’s hesitation he 
asked Christian to take a farewell drink 
with him. | | 

As Burle had been moody for some time 


returning, Christian did not believe he really 
meditated suicide, and said to him: You 
are tired out, Ed. You go home and get a 
good sleep and you will feel better.“ | 

Jam going home and will sleep.“ he re- 
plied, ‘* but it will be a long one.“ 

With that Burle went away and nothing 
more was heard of him until word came to 
the hotel that he had shot himself. He was 
about 30 years of age and left a widow and 
two children. |

There is every indication of a com 
Clash between the Chicago Federation 6 
Labor and the American Federation of La- 
bor, the national body, oi .£ the question 
of trade autonomy, or organization along in- 
dustrial lines, the latter being the newly 
announced policy of the national body. The 
clash was foreshadowed by the proceedings 
of the Chicago federation yesterday, when 
the subject of organization was considered 
at much length. The consensus of sentiment 
was clearly in favor of defying the mandat# 
of the national body as enunciated at its 
annual convention held at Louisville last 
December. 

At that time the Chicago Federation ot La- 
bor was ordered to expel all organizations 
which are not affiliated through their inter- 
national bodies with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, with the threat that its char- 
ter would be taken away unless this was 
done before June 1, 1901. Such action on the 
part of the Chicago body would involve the 
expulsion of the boxmakers and sawyer, 
the piano and organ makers, and the custom 
tailors. The only aHernative presented these 
unions to avoid expulsion is to join other or- 
ganizations—the Woodworkers’ union in the 
case of the first two and the united garment 
workers in the case of the custom tallors. 
They are all stoutly epposed to doing this, 
and in this they have the support of the fed- 
eration. 

As à result of the discussion the Presi-+ 
dent was instructed to appoint a committee: 
of five to bring in a report on the report 
presented by former President Fitzpatrick 
of the proceedings of the Louisville convet- 
tion. 

Demand Colonel Conway’s Dismissal. — 

One of Governor Yates’ newly appointed 
Chicago Colonels, E. S. Conway, came in for, 
condemnation by the federation, and resolu- 
tions were adopted asking the. Governor to 
revoke his commission. The objection to 
Colonel Conway was that he had shown him- 
self to be an enemy to organized labor. He 
is secretary of the Kimball Piano company, 
and it was charged in the resolutions that he 
was the prime cause of the lockout of the 
plano workers, by which 15,000 me# were 
thrown out of employment. The resolutions 
declare that it would be dangerous to the 
people of the State to have men of Colonel 
Conway’s stamp appointed to office having 
any military prestige. 

Buring a heated discussion concerning the 
Gould bill, which provides for the municipal 
ownership and operation of gas plants, Dee 
gate George Geary charged that the objection 
which was made to its consideration by See- 
retary Carmody, who holds a position in the 
City Hall, was because the city administra- 
tion wanted to introduce a municipal owner- 
ship bill of its own. It was finally referred to 
the Legislative committee. 7 


Oppose Change in Law. 
Resolutions were adopted protesting 
against the proposed change of the statutes 
taking questions of law from the jury in 
criminal trials. It was declared the pro- 
posed change was opposed to the fundamen- 
tal principles of American liberty.

PLEASE CLEAN YOUR WALKS. 


Thirty years ago the Supreme Court of 
this State decided that since sidewalks be- 
Jong to the public the specific authority pur- 


sporting to be conferred upon a city by its 


charter to require abutting! owners to clear 
the snow from their sidewalks was uncon- 


istitutional and void. This decision explains 
the uncared for condition of walks in many 
parts of this city m winter. 
\ It is a significant and gratifying fact, 
however, that to a considerable extent 
walks are voluntarily cleared of snow by 
private owners. This is dove almost uni- 
Wwersally in the business district and to an 
important degree on second-rate business 
streets and in residential sections. The peo- 
ple, however, who neglect the matter en- 
tirely are not few. Patches and stretches 
of sidewalk which remain slippery or slushy 
for days after a snow-storm are only too 
familiar to the pédestrian. 
In view of the inability of the city author- 
Wies to undertake, at least at present, the 
cleaning of the walks of the city, or to afford 


Work, it ought to be a point of pride and 
public spirit with every owner to codperate 
with bis neighbors toward keeping the walks 
of his street in order and to set at all times 
R worthy example in that direction. 

The importance of promptness should 
The down-town 
owners, for example, should not again, as 
they did last week, defer the removal df 
Saturday night’s snowfall from their walks 
until Monday morning, and thus compe! the 
city at an expense of several hundred dol- 
Jars to clear the down-town streets a second 
time. 

In promoting general codperation in re- 
spect to this subject the public authorities 
should likewise institute a reform in caring 
for the walks in front of public property 
and on bridges and viaducts. Proper solici- 
tude on the part of such authorities to set 
a high standard would have a tonic effect 
upon all neglectful owners. 


RELIEF FOR LITIGANTS.

A bill has 81 introduced at Springfield 
to change this custom.

This will 
mean in Cook Oounty a postponement for 
net exceeding one month. With this brief 
delay a suitor cannot find fauk. He has a 


‘right to protest when five years or more 


elapse before his case is finally disposed of 
merely because the jury disagreed When it 
was first tried. 

This bill provides also that when ä J iis 


in a nisi prius court grants a new trial an 


relief by compelling all owners to do the 
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appeal may be taken from that order pre- 
cisely as appeals are now taken from the 
final judgments of such courts. This is to 
save time. Under the present practice, 
where the Judge is of the opinion that the 
jury has gone astray and grants a new trial, 
it is a painfully long time in this county be- 
fore that new trial comes off. ‘When it does, 
the second jury may agree with the first jury. 
There does not appear to be any reason why 
the higher courts cannot pass on the merits 
of a case after a trial has been had, even it 
the verdict does not satisfy the presiding 
Judge—perhaps for a reason which the re- 
visory courts may not think has any weight. 

There are bills before the Legislature to 
increase the number of Judges in this coun- 
ty. It will be more to the purpose to sim- 
plity court practice and enable the Judges 
to dispose in less time of a greater number 
of cases than they are able 
with now. 3

> HONORING JOHN MARSHALL. 


A century ago today John Marshall was 
‘nducted into the high office of Chief Justice 
of the United States. His work in that ex- 
alted position was of incalculable impor- 
tance to the republic. The bench and bar 
of Chicago ubited on Saturday in sounding 
the praises of Marshall in the various 
courtrooms of the city. Today all the 
courts will be closed in honor of the anni- 
versary, and the Judges and lawyers will 
devote the day to delivering public addresses | 
in the schools on the great Chief Justice. 
The local celebration of “ Marshall day” 
will close this evening with a memorable 
banquet at the Anditorium. These events 


will be observed throughout the country. 

Never before has the name of a juriscon- 
sult been accorded such national honors. 
We have paid such tributes to our great 
Presidents, to our great Generals, and to 
our more eminent statesmen, but this is the 
first time a great lawyer has been so honored 
in this or any other country. Marshall was 
altogether worthy of such distinction. Both 
as a man and as a Judge he was above re- 
proach. His integrity was as flawless as 
his knowledge of the fundamental principles 
of constitutional law. He was a man of 
rare powers and character, and he had the 
fortune to be plared face to face with oppor- 
tunities such as no other individual lawyer 
in the world's history had ever possessed. 
His crown ot honor is the fact that he 
proved equal to his opportunities. 

It should be a cause of perpetual thanks- 
giving that the constitution of the United 
States came under the firm and wise hand 
of John Marshall in the formative hour of 
American constitutional law. That noble 
instrument had been written with care and 
wisdom beyond the ordinary, but {t required 
even greater wisdom to apply it to individ- 
ual cases in such a way as to establish pre- 
cedents which would work for the national 
welfare through the centuries. The form 
of government was new and untried, and 
there were no precedents to guide the court. 
To waver a hair’s breadth from the line of 
eternal principles of justice meant to start 
the nation upon a road leading to trouble 
and disaster in future years. 

How evenly Marshall could hold the bal- 
ance of justice under dire temptation was 
proved in the memorable trial of Aaron 
Burr for treason. It is well for the courts 
and the people of the United States to keep 
the high character and example of Chiet 
Justice Marshall always before them. 


REGULATION OF LIGHTING PRICES, 

Contracts, competition, and public control 
are the three methods of regulating the 
charges of public service corporations. 

The contract method, as thus far applied 
in this city, has been of little avail. It has 
simply involved the fixing in grants of abso- 
lute or maximum rates, which were reason- 
able at the time when agreed | upon but 


which soon proved too high. In nd case has 
the contract provided for revision as time 
goes on. | 

Public regulation, with as exception or 
two—the Rogers Park water case being the 
most important if not the only one—has 
not been here applied, and it is a branch of 
public policy and legal right which remains 
to be developed. Much, however, is hoped 
therefrom, though its attainment will in- 
volve legislation and Ktigati | 

Competition, the most direct of the three 
methods, has practically disappeared be 
tween public service companies themselves, 
and is only to be brought to bear as a regu- 
lating force today through the construction 
or authorization of rival public enterprises. 
In commenting recently upon the proposed 
street railway bill Tux Trisune inter- 
preted its authorization of municipal owner- 
ship and operation of street railways as 
being wisely designed to clothe’ the city 
with the power of potential rather than of 
actual competition. According to the same 
principle the presumable intention of the 
bill to authorize municipal o ownership and, 
operation of plants for the general supply 


of gas, electric light, heat, and power. which

stricted from supplying electric light to in- 
dividuals from its plants, and it has no 
power to operate or own gas plants, Being 


practically exempt, thus, not only from pri- : 


vate competition but also from public com- 
petition, éither actual or potential, local 
prices for gas and electric lighting are sub- 
ject to no efficient regulation of any sort. 

Direct public regulation of rates, since it 
would avoid wasteful duplication, is prefer- 
able to that of a competing enterprise, 
whether private or public. But the scope 
for such regulation, under the special rights 
granted to existing ‘companies, may be sub- 
ject to some special limitations and is like- 
ly to be bitterly contested in the courts. 
The added expedient contemplated in the 
bill named is, therefore, important. 

Whether authority should be granted to 
use the general credit of the city for the 
municipal enterprise is a detail about which 
there is doubt. .But the general purpose of 
the bill is in harmony with the exigencies 
precipitated by the ot 
monopolies. 


MARK TWAIN AS A STATESMAN, 

When a noted constitutional lawyer at- 
_tempts to be a humorist he sometimes makes 
a sorry business of it, as we have recently 
seen, and when a noted humorist attempts 
to speak as a lawyer or statesman he is 
likewise apt to make a boteh of it, as may} 
be seen by Mark Twain's article in the 
North American Review entitled, To the 
Person Sitting in Darkness.“ Mr Clemens 
undertakes to run amuck Against national 
expansion as seen in all its modern forms, 
whether in Africa, China, the Philippines, 
or elsewhere. His attack upon the policy 
of the United States in the Pattinpines con- 
tains the following: 


Dewey should have sailed awhy from Manila as 
soon as he had destroyed the Spanish figet—after 
putting up a sign on shore guaranteeing foreign 
property and life against damage by the Filipinos 
and warning the, powers that interference with 
the emancipated patriots would be regarded as an 
act unfriendly to the United States. Dewey could 
have gone about his affairs elsewhere and left the 
competent Filipino army to starve out the little 
Spanish garrison and send it home, and the Fi- 
ipino citizens to set up the form of government 
they might prefer and deal with the friars and 
their doubtful acquisitions according to Filipino 
ideas of fairness and justice. 

If Dewey had sailed away after 4 
| ing the Spanish fleet and putting up his 
“warning sign,” he would have had no 
place to go to except the United States. 
This would have meant there would be no. 
visible sign of American authority within 
5,000 miles of Manila. Of what use would 
Mark Twain's Warning sign ” have been 
under such eireumstances? This nation 
would have had no authority whatever to 
warn other nations to k hands off the 
Philippines. Such a war would have 
been void, and nobody dee ha ve been 


under the slightest obligation to respect it. 
The mere incident of having smashed the 
Spanish fleet in Manila Bay would have 
given us no claim to the Philippine archipel- 
ago, though it had destroyed the Spanish 


colonial government and left nothing to re-

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NEW IN RELIGION. || 


PERIOD OF DESTRUCTIVE ontrr- 
CISM PASSING AWAY. 


R. W. Rogers Tells Lake View Congre- 
gational Church That Signs of Times 
Are for Faith Building and the Mak- 

. ing ef Theology Business Rather 
than Theory—Heresy Trials Going 
Out of Notice and Special Sessions 
ot Service Coming In. 


“A New Religious Era was the subject 
of the Rey. R. W. Rogers’ sermon in Lake 
View Congregational Church last evening. 
The speaker declared that a great change 
had taken place in the religious world dur- 
ing the last six months. 

“Indications of this change, he said, 
“can be noted on all sides. What are the 
inferences to be drawn from the fact that a 


year ago many of the sermons reported in our 


dailies were theological criticisms, while to- 
day we read eéthica! and devotional sermons 


only? What has become of the heresy trials? 


Why are they conspicuous by their absence 
from public notice? What are the conclu- 
ons that are to be deduced from the fact 
that nearly every Protestant church in the 
city is engaged in special sessions of wor- 
ship, that the attendance at prayer serv- 
foes in many instances has doubled, and 
that in every town and city there is special 
religious effort? 

It we read the signs of the times aright do 
they not tell us that we are entering a new 
religious experience, an age of constructive 
religious thought, an era of faith building? 
At the Congress of Religions one of the 
speakers declared that we are past the nega- 
tive stage of advanced religious thought. 
But we are more than past the negative 


Stage. Today we are actually caught up in 


& new enthusiasm, 


the orders of which seem 
to be not to tear down, but to build up. 
The moral citizens organizing in our cities 
are declaring we must cease from theoretical 
discussion and do something. The churches 
feel with tremendous persuasion “we must 
make religion a business.’ A new inspiration 
is abroad everywhere, the popular thought 
of which is construction, building of faith. 
It is true that the plans inaugurated at 
the beginning of the century may have 
ushered in this new spirit; the fact that the 
multitudes gave immediate response to the 
call for a century movement certainly indi- 
gates that the people are dissatisfied with 
mere religious analysis and denial, and that 
they hunger for affirmative truth; they long 


to begin the hopeful task of reconstructing 


their faith. 

The era of faith building has begun anew 
among the educated. No more hopeful ses- 
sion ever convened than that of the recent 
meeting at the Chicago University, when the 
keenest scholars and the deepest critics came 
togetter for the purpose of mutually 
Strengthening their religious faith. With 
clearness they showed that science does not 
bow God out of the world, but rather they 
found that it builds a more intelligent faith. 
The difficulty has been one of oversight. 

“ Morally, religiously, and intellectually 
the age of criticism, merely for the sake of 
tearing down, is dead. And through the 
present religious awakening a better age of 
universal reconstruction of faith is being 
Guickened into life. The age of destructive 
religious thought has lasted nearly half a 
century. But the era of constructive re- 
Ngious thought is now here in earnest.” 


CREED SECONDARY TO DEED. 


Dr. Joseph K. Mason Holds Position Be- 
lief Is Necessary—Break Between 
Culture and Theology Real. 


Dr. 3 K. Mason preached in St. Paul's 
Universalist Church yesterday on “ Creed 
and Deed.“ He took the ground that the de- 
talls of a man’s creed were of secondary im- 
portance, but that positive belief was neces- 
gary. 

“The break between culture and theology 
at the University of Chicago,“ he said, “ is 
a real one. There is no possible reconcilia- 
tion between mediewal ideas and modern 
thought. We had better be courageous and 
confess it. We shall find that much which 


Was and supposed to be religion is only her 
Cast it aside and re- | 


worn out garment. 
ligion remains, as sacred and as inspiring as 
ever, the companion of truth and the in- 
spirer of noble deeds and symmetrical char- 
acter. For as a man thinketh in his heart 
so is he. 

“The fact is, noble living is religion, and 
righteousness is a better test of a man’s de- 
yout character than the most positive and 
Gogmatic theological position. The custom 
of consigning men to perdition on the ground 
that they believe or do not believe this or that 
tenet of theology is fast passing away, and 
the sooner it does so the better. 

But this, by no means, is equivalent to 
the statement. that ‘It makes no difference 
what a man believes.’ A man must believe 
something. A man without exalted ideas 
and ideals and destitute of principles is to 
be pitied. He is in the real sense a lost man. 
So in our personal lives, we need to have a 
reasonable inspiring creed, one that we truly 
believe, without rservations or explanations, 
one that is not opposed to the revelations of 
science and the experience of humanity, one 
<— will stand the test of modern scholar- 
p.“

“The American edvernmeht should be 
more emphatic in what it says concerning the 
future and treatment of China by the pow- 
ers. It should Say that we will not have :t 
broken up. If our nation ever should say 
it must not be done not all the nations of 
Europe would risk the of oppos- 
ing our wishes.“

by the Rt.-Rev. J. M. Thoburn, Methodist 
Bishop of southern Asia, at a missionary 
meeting in the First Methodis Church. Gov- 
ernor Shaw of Iowa presided. On the plat-

The verdict of God seems to 
be Either civilize or move'off the earth.’ 
It is our “~~ to help those who are not yet 
civilized.”’ 

“In Asia the church has advanced the 
cross as the crescent has retreated, and there 
are now thousands of Christian converts 
who were once Mohammedans,“ said Bishop 
Thoburn. I do not admire Russia in all re- 


spects, but I thank God every time that I 


hear of that empire annexing more of Asia. 

But there is a new power entering Asia, 
and hardly anybody seems to notice it. Many 
significant things will result from what has 
just passed between Emperor William and 
his uncle, Edward VII. of England. Before 
many years the old Austrian Emperor will 
die. The old second-rate empire will then fall 
to pieces, and what will be more natural than 
that Germany should possess the part of it 
which now borders on the Adriatic? “The 
German Empire will then be continuous from 
the North Sea to the Mediterranean. Ger- 
many has already built railroads in Asia 
Minor between the Tigris and the Euphrates 
Rivers. European governments do not build 
railroads unless they intend to secure pos- 
session. It seems to me that Germany will 
secure the part of ceritral Asia which Russia 
covets. All of southern Asia from the China 
Sea west to the Mediterranean will then be 
in the possession of Germany and England. 
Germany will have the southern coast line 

and the British Empire will have wo Rape 
Arabia.“
